and battery with intent to kill. 
Rider was sentenced one to ten 
y ears in the statfe reformatory . 
Rider gav e his age before the 
court as 23 y ears and thus was 
sentenced to the Pendleton 
in­ 
stitution instead 
of the 
state 
prison at Michigan City . More 
than 100 Rush county persons 
were present in the court room 
when sentence was pronounced. 
At least six separate 
petitions 
bearing any where from 75 to 100 
names were presented to J udge 
Hinshaw asking for leniency in 
the case. The name of L. M. 
Coons, Rush County sheriff ap­ 
peared on one of the petitions. 
Russell Titsworth, local attor­ 
ney , represented Rider in court 
and made an eloquent plea for 
leniency . Titsworth recited 
the 
fact that Rider was in an emo­ 
tional frenzy 
and 
temporarily 
insane when the « act was com-

Rush county has been comple- 1 
ted and the report that Superin­ 
tendent B. D. Farthing will file 
with the state superintendent of 
public instruction shows that 
there 
are 
4, 674 children 
of 
school age, 6 to 21 y ears, in the 
county . Of this number 128 5 are 
in Rushv ille the tabulation 
for 
which was published a few day s 
ago. 
' 
The county tabulation ex clu­ 
siv e of Rushv ille shows a gain of 
44 ov er the enumeration of last 
y ear. Anderson township showed 
the greatest gain of any town­ 
ship with an increase of 37 Un­ 
ion township showed the great- 
ets loss with 33 less than last 
v ear. Anderson, Center, 
Noble, 
Ripley and 
Walker 
townships 
showed gains while Washington, 
Union, Rushv ille, Richland, Po­ 
sey , Orange and J ackson town­ 
ships reported losses. 
Ripley township was high with 
a total of 447 children while 
J ackson township was low with 
only 146 . Only three 
townships 
showed any colored children in 
their 
enumeration 
reports, 
Richland, Ripley and Rushv ille. 
The total for the county was but 
34. Males outnumber 
the 
fe­ 
males in both classes. There were 
176 3 boy s and 159 2 girls among 
the white children and 20 boy s 
and 14 girls in 
the colored 
group. 
The percentage 
of those at­ 
tending school in comparison to 
those who were not in school was 
unusually good. 
Of the 
total 
enumeration, 29 54 were reported 
attending school, 355 were

FO PrrATiO N AND LIVING STANDARDS 


In so me Oriental co untries, where po pulatio n 
has increased greatly in the last century, liv ing* 
standards are low. 
This is particularly true of 
China and India. 
In No rth America and mo st 
o f Euro pe, ho wev er, standards of liv ing hav e ris­ 
en despite the rapid increase in po pulatio n. 


The o pinio n prev ails that the United States 
because o f the 
increasing use of 
mechanical 
po wer and applicatio n of science to agriculture, 
and also because o f the decreasing rate of gain 
in po pulatio n may escape any reductio n in the 
standard o f liv ing indefinitely, 
altho ugh so me 
mino r changes in diet may be necessary. 
Our 
agricultural pro ductio n, will pro bably co ntinue 
to keep pace with the increase in po pulatio n, at 
least until the po pulatio n reaches 200.000,000. 


When M althus and Ricardo studied pro blem : 
of po pulatio n and subsistence a century o r mo re 
ago , farm ers knew no thing of m ineral fertilizers 
and v ery little of 
plant and anim al 
breeding. 
The o utlo o k fo r increased yields per acre o r per 
animal was unfav o rable. 
No railro ads o r steam ­ 
ships were in o peratio n and farm mchinery was 
still primitiv e. 
It seemed inev itable therefo re 
th at increase in po pulatio n wo uld mean increase 
in po v erty. 


This gloomy pro spect was o bv iated by phe­ 


no menal technical pro gress in agriculture, in­ 
dustry and transpo rtatio n. 
As a result, Euro pe's 
po pulatio n increased fro m abo ut 200,000,000 in 
18 00 to mo re than 500,000,000 a century o r mo re 
later, w itho ut 
pro ducing an acute 
subsistence 
pro blem. 
Indeed, Euro pe impro v ed its stand­ 
ards o f liv ing as sho wn by the fact th a t so me 
Euro pean co untries hav e

fruit and v egetables and meat, abo ut 50 per cent. 


In the United States the po ssibility o f m ain­ 
taining a rising standard of liv ing fo r a rapidly 
increasing po pulatio n was still mo re impressiv e­ 
ly dem o nstrated. 
In the last century and a half 
the American natio n has gro wn fro m 2,000,000 j 
peo ple to abo ut 119 ,000,000 peo ple, with an u n­ 
paralleled acco mpanying increase in wealth. 
Up 
to the time of the Civ il war the po pulatio n in­ 
creased in M althus’ famo us 
geo metrical 
ratio . 
Thereafter the rate o f increase declined, altho ugh 
gain is still taking place at the rate o f 
abo ut 
1,700,000 perso ns a year. 


No where has po pulatio n 
increased 
faster 
than in the United States in the last 150 years. 
Yet farm pro ductio n, 
taking the 
perio d as a 
who le, has kept pace with the increase in po pu­ 
latio n. 
It fell behind fo r a time after 1900, but 
since the Wo rld war pro ductio n has again in­ 
creased mo re rapidly than po pulatio n.

ASSAULTS ON THE FEDERAL 
COURTS 
(Fo rt Wayne News.) 
A natio n-wide clario n call has 
been issued fo r a mo re pro mpt 
and v igo ro us enfo rcement of the 
law—a mo re speedy and scrupu­ 
lo us adm inistratio n of justice. 
Jurist, scho lars and 
laymen 
hav e been urging 
th at 
co urts 
dev o te their co ncentrated ener­ 
gies in giv ing effect to the law 
and in pro mo ting its majes.y. 
We kno w o f no time in recm t 
years when public attentio n has 
been pinned mo re clo sely to the 
j 
questio n of co urts and enfo rce­ 
m ent agencies, o r when stro nger 
pleas 
hav e been heard 
fo r 
greater diligence in the pro tec­ 
tio n of the public fro m o ffend­ 
ers. 
Simultaneo usly, in the United 
States senate, there has been 
intro ductio n'o f three bills, dur­ 
ing the present sessio n, each 
dealing with the federal co urts. 
This is no t so good, ho wev er, fo r 
if these 
bills 
sho uld 
beco me 
laws, the po wer of these co urts 
wo uld be serio usly curtailed and 
the limits o f their 
jurisdictio n 
dangero usly narro wed. 
Chief Justice William Ho ward 
Taft, of the highest tribunal of 
justice in the natio n, has de­ 
clared these 
measures 
gro ssly 
undesirable. 
Yet 
the 
senate 
saw fit to pass o ne measure, al­ 
mo st witho ut 
-discussio n and 
with no reco rd v o te. That bill 
wo uld remo v e fro m the federal 
co urts the right to make 
co m­ 
m ent upo n testimo ny and facts 
intro duced during the co urse of 
any trial. The co urt wo uld 
be 
fo rced to 
keep 
silent o n the 
credibility of witnesses o r 
the 
sufficiency o f facts presented. 
And yet—just think of it!—that 
bill has been giv en the appro v al 
of the upper ho use o f cur na ­ 
tio nal 


Ano ther bill, to which earlier 
reference has been made in 
these co lumns, wo uld take away 
fro m co urts the 
right to issue 
injunctio ns in labo r tro ubles, 
but it goes far 
beyo nd th at 
po int in serio usly restricting the 
po wer of co urts in equity. It 
wo uld o pen the way to who le­ 
sale theft of intellectual pro p­ 
erty, and wo uld reduce o ur al­ 
ready inadequate patent pro tec­ 
tio n. 
The third bill wo uld 
remo v e 
fro m co urts all jurisdictio n in 
cases th at hav e been tried 
in 
tho se co urts since they were es­ 
tablished. Leaders in 
the legal 
pro fessio n o utside the 
senate 
hav e po inted o ut dangero us li­ 
mitatio ns th at 
wo uld 
be thus 
instituted, yet, inspitc 
o f this 
warning, the 
senate 
judiciary 
co mmittee repo rted the bill fo r 
passage witho ut a hearihg, 
re­ 
gardless o f the radical and un­ 
desirable changes it seeks to 
bring abo ut.

Sterling silv er is remarkable 
fo r its adaptability 
to

any fo rm o f treatment. Tho ugh 
different qualities 
appear 
in 
each finish, the lustro us beauty 
o f sterling shines thro ugh them 
all, fro m the highly po lished fin­ 
ish which lo o ks almo st trans­ 
parent, to the so ft white gray o f 
the gray finish. 
There are three standard ster­ 
ling finishes, the 
bright, 
the 
butler and the 
gray 
finishes. 
The bright finish is the 
mo st 
highly po lished o f all and, while 
.still v ery po pular in England, is 
no w largely o utranked by o ther 
nnishes in this co untry . 
The 
butler finish is the natural o ut­ 
co me o f the bright finish and is 
to day held in high esteem. The 
gray finish is much whiter than 
the butler. It is a lustro us silv er 
gray which sho ws less co ntrast 
in light reflectio n than the butler 
finish. Its so ft diffused light is 
especially effectiv e 
against 
a 
dark backgro und. 
After sterling has been cleaned 
o r washed it is usually best to 
po lish it to impart a high lustre 
and finish. With a so ft, cleat: 
clo th, mo istened with a po lish­ 
ing co mpo und, rub the sterling 
briskly and lightly . Be 
careful 
that no gritty substance clings 
to y o ur clo th, as this will cause 
scratching o f the smo o th sur- 
, face. After po lishing is co mplet­ 
ed, use a small so ft brush like a 
to o thbrush to remo v e the po w­ 
der fro m the etched designs, ini­ 
tials, handles, etc., then dip each 
piece into scalding water 
and 
ciry with a so ft to wel. 
When o rdinary 
precautio ns 
are o bserv ed in the care o f fine 
sterling silv er, it beco mes a sim­ 
ple matter to keep it clean and j 
po lished. The sterling that is no t 
in co nstant use, such as ex tra 
pieces that are used fo r 
mo re 
o r less fo rmal o ccasio ns, sho uld 
be kept in an air-tight wo o den 
bo x . A cedar chest, serv es well in 
this capacity . This prev ents tar- 
nishing and a piece o f campho r 
in the bo x will help the sterling 
to retain its lustre.

FIRED AT SWEETHEART 


WHO REJECTED HIM 


Judge Hinshaw Gives Him One 
To Ten Years In Reformatory 


—Petitions For Clemency 


Marion Rider, Falmouth youth 


who attempted1 to take the life 
of his former sweetheart, Miss 
Helen Reddick, was arraigned 
before Judge Rufus Hinshaw in 
the Henry circuit court this 
morning and entered a plea of 
guilty to a charge of assault 
and battery with intent to kill. 
Rider was sentenced one to ten 1 
years in the statfe reformatory, j Franchise 


Rider gave his age before the 


court as 23 years and thus was 
sentenced to the Pendleton in- 
stitution instead of the state 
prison at Michigan City. More 
than 100 Rush county persons 
were present in the court room 
when sentence was pronounced. 
At least six separate 
petitions 


bearing anywhere from 75 to 100 
names were presented to Judge 
Hinshaw asking for leniency in 
the case. The name of L. M. 
Coons, Rush County sheriff ap- 
peared on one of the petitions. 


Russell Titsworth, local attor- 


ney, represented Rider in court 
and made an eloquent plea for 
leniency. Titsworth recited the 
fact that Rider was in an emo- 
tional frenzy and temporarily 
insane when the-act was com- 
mitted. He pointed out the fact 
that Rider's mother was dead 
and that the young man was of 
great assistance to his father 
and younger brothers and was 
badly needed at home. 


Judge Hinshaw replied: "I can 


only be as lenient as the laws 
will allow me. I can do nothing 
more for the defendant than to 
give him the minimum sen- 
tence." 
This was one to ten years, 


which Rider received. Rider ap- 
peared in the court room and 
seemd unconcerned as to the 
outcome of his hearing. Eye wit- 
neses stated that Rider had a 
half smile on his face and was 
chewing gum. He had allowed 
his beard to grow during the 
week he had spent in the Henry 
county jail at Newcastle. 


Rider received his sentence 


on almost the same day of the 
week that he attempted to kill 
his former sweetheart. The at- 
tack on Miss Reddicks' life oc- 
curred on Monday just a week 
ago. Rider was captured at Mun- 
cie after he had made his es- 
cape from the Greensboro home 
where the shooting took place.

Both were postal bills. One, 


passed 319 to.45, would increase 
allowances to fourth class post- 
masters for rent, fuel and light, 
which the president said would 
cost $2,865,000 annually. The oth-

The fifth 
candidates, Thomas H. Adams, 
Vincennes, was looked upon with 
uncertainty.

The thirteen delegates from Rush county to 


the Republican State convention this week, 
should cast their votes for governor, according to 
the dictates of the sentiment expressed by the 
voters in the primary election.

dustry and transportation. As a' result, Europe's

Indeed, Europe improved its stand- 


ards of living as shown by the fact that some 
European countries have increased their con- 
sumption of the more expensive foods, such'as 
fruit and vegetables and meat, about 50 per cent. 


In the United States the possibility of main- 


taining a rising standard of living for a rapidly 
increasing population was still more impressive- 
ly demonstrated. 
In the last century and a half 


the American nation has grown from 2,000,000 
people to about 119,000,000 people, with an un- 
paralleled accompanying increase in wealth. Up 
to the time of the Civil war the population in- 
creased in Malthus' famous geometrical ratio. 
Thereafter the rate of increase declined, although 
gain is still taking place at the rate of 
about 


1,700,000 persons a year. 


Nowhere has population 
increased 
faster 


than in the United States in the last 150 years. 
Yet farm production, taking the 
period as '-a 


whole, has kept ,pace with the increase in popu- 
lation. 
It fell behind for a time after 1900, but 


since the World war production has again in- 
creased more rapidly than population. 


, "POPOTATlON AND LIVING STANDARDS 


In some Oriental countries, where population^ 


has increased greatly in the last century, living 
standards are low. This'is particularly true of 
China and India. In North America and most 
of Europe, however, standards of living have ris- 
en despite the rapid increase in population. 


The opinion prevails that the United States 


because of the 
increasing use of mechanical 


power and application of science to agriculture. 
and also because of the decreasing rate of gain 
in population may escape any reduction in the 
standard of living indefinitely, although some 
minor changes in diet may be necessary. 
Our 


agricultural production, will probably continue 
,o keep pace with the increase in population, at 
east until the population reaches 200,000,000. 


When Malthus and Ricardo studied problem] 


of population and subsistence a century or more 
ago, farmers knew nothing of mineral fertilizers 
and very little of plant and animal breeding. 
The outlook for increased yields per acre or per 
animal was unfavorable. 
No railroads or steam- 


ships were in operation and farm mchinery was 
still primitive. 
It seemed inevitable therefore 


;hat increase in population would mean increase 
in poverty. 


This gloomy prospect was obviated by phe-

The 
gray finish is much whiter than 
the butler. It is a lustrous silver 
gray which shows less contrast 
in light reflection than the butler 
finish.

polish it to impart a high lustre 
and finish. With a soft, cleat' 
cloth, moistened with a polish- 
ing compound, rub the sterling 
briskly and lightly.

pie matter to keep it clean and ( 
polished. The sterling that is not 
in constant use, such as extra 
pieces that are used for more 
or less formal occasions, should 
be kept in an air-tight wooden 
box. A cedar chest, serves well in 
this capacity. This prevents tar- 
nishing and a piece of camphor 
In the box will help the sterling 
to retain its lustre.

Confirmation of the

Miss Cline's career began some 


25 years ago, when she was just 
growing up and wondering what 
she was going to do with herself.
